Chickamauga National Park, June 2.— 


Colonel Fred D. Grant yesterday took 
the oath as brigadier general, and the 
ceremony was one of intense interest. 
The oath was administered by Judge 
Harris of Rome, Ga., an ex-Confederate,- 
and the ceremony was witnessed by a 
large concourse of people, in which were 
Confederate and federal soldiers. Gen- 


j eral Grant expressed great satisfaction 
| that he should have the privilege of as- 
I Burning the obligations of his office from 


so distinguished a Confederate, and when 
the ceremony was over a. great shout 
went up, the first man to shake hands 
with and congratulate the distinguished 
officer being- Major Glllespie of this city, 
who was with General Lee when he sur- 
rendered at Appamattox. The scene 
was one unique in the history of the 
country, and the incident created the 
greatest enthusiasm, which broke into 
cheers that almost shook Missionary 
ridge when General Grant said: "Shake 
hands now, not over a bloody chasm, b.ut 
on the soil of a country, one in its loyalty 
to the one flag."

Kingston, Jamaica, June 2.—A dispatch

From the bridge of the Indefatigable 17 


ships were counted in Santiago bay. This 
is supposed to be the full strength of 
Cervera's fleet, and some of the 17 are 
probably merchantmen. Six American 
ship? lay off the harbor and 10 were 
circling around close in shore. 


Only One Important Spanish Sblp. 
London, June 2.—The Spanish ambas- 


sador here contends that the Cristobol 
Colon is the only important Spanish war- 
ship at Santiago. 


MONEY FOli THE WAR. 


Appropriation* 
Necessary at 
Once 


Million* Call«d for. 


Washington, June 2.—The secretary of 


war today sent to Congress a request for 
an appropriation of $53,000,000 for equip- 
ment and maintenance until next Janu- 
ary of 75,000 volunteers recently called. 


Chairman Cannon of the appropriation 


committee stated on the floor of the house 
today that there was §100,000 called for by 
an urgent deficiency bill absolutely neces- 
sary to be put into the b&nds of .official! 
within a day or two for immediate action. 


The committee has reported an argent 


deficiency bill carrying $17,500,000 and 
embodying many items for Cuban, Vnil- 
ippines and Porto Rico campaigns. The 
bouse today passed a bill providing, for 
the establishment of postoffices at mili- 
tary camps.

Boston, Jane 2.—-The cruiser San Fran- 


cisco arrived this morning with ten of 
her seamen ill. 
They had been used to

landed sick last week.

Key West, Jane 2.—Admiral Cervera's 


coal is being ualoaded from the Restor- 
mel at the naval station dock. It will be 
bid in by the United States and used by 
our ships. 


Only a Few lacking, 


Washington, June 2.—With the excep- 


tion of one regiment of Ohio and some 
troops in Kentucky, the mustering of 
volunteers under the first call of thi 
president Is completed. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin announced last night that a 
trifle over 123,000 men had been mus- 
tered. Nearly all of the tfoops have 
been ordered to report to one and an- 
other of the permanent camps, and the 
last few thousands are now en route to 
their destinations. 


Arrangements were completed yes- 


terday for the recruiting of 75,000 addi- 
tional troops under the second call for 
volunteers. It has been decided, how- 
ever, to withhold the apportionment of 
the different states and territories from 
publication for the present, as such pub- 
lication at this time would tend to em- 
barrass and delay the officials of the de- 
partment in the organization of the new 
regiments. 


D«wey's Keen Americanism. 


Chicago, June 2.—Charles N. Post, who 


has jus.t returned from an extended tour 
of the orient, met Admiral Dewey in 
Honk Kong March 25. Mr. Post tells of 
a social passage at arms between Dewey 
and Prince Henry, brother of Emp%ror 
William, commanding the 
German 


gquiadron at Hong Kong. Prince Henry, 
ancr me airival aL hong Ivung, gave a, 
banquet to the higher officers of the 
other fleets, among whom was Rear Ad-, 
miral Pewey. The prince proposed a» 
toast to his own country, then to Great 
Britain, and then to all the other great 
powers, 
except the United States. 


Finally, just before the dinner was over, 
the royal host proposed a toast to this 
country. When Rear Admiral Dewey 
saw that apparently his country was to 
be slighted he left the banquet without 
ceremony. 


The next day a representative of Princo 


Henry sent a roundabout apology to the 
American commander. Dewey sent word 
back to the emperor's brother that he 
would accept nothing but a written or 
personal apology fronj the prince. The 
latter then called upon Dewey and apolo- 
gized, saying that In the confusion of 
the dinner he (the prince) thoughtlessly 
neglected to put the American toast In 
its proper place on the program 


SAIttPSOS AND 


Are Together Off Santiago and Are 


Glren Free Rein. 


Washington, June 2.— It Is now tH« 


president's hope that the navy will finish 
the war which it has fought throughout 
immediately, and that the army will not 
be needed, except for the purposes of 
occupation. 


Admiral Sampson is now off Santiago, 


in command of the combined fighting 
fleets, comprising: the Iowa, Indiana, 
Massachusetts,' Oregon, Texas, the New 
York and Brooklyn, beside monitors, 
cruisers and smaller craft, with Commo- 
dore Schley commanding the second di- 
vision, prepared to overwhelm the San- 
tiago fortifications and th« four armored 
cruisers and two torpedo boat destroyers 
in Admiral Ceryera's command lying in 
the bottle-shaped harbor behind them, 
and the expectation is that, without 
waiting for the landing of the troops to 
take the fortifications in therear, Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore Schley will end 
the war. 


The change in the administration's 


plans, which gives Admiral Sampson and 
Commodore Schley their great oppor- 
tunity, was made possible by the re- 
connoissance which Commodore Schley 
made of the fortifications at Santiago 
and the ships of Admiral Cervera. This 
was the basis for thte report of an en- 
gagc-ment which came Tuesday night and 
yesterday from Santiago. Commodore 
Schley was feeling the' enemy, to see 
what his condition was, and with such 
results that, although he only expended 
50 shells, while the Spanish flretl three 
times as many, and siiSered all the»loss, 
he discovered that both fortifications 
and ships were lso inefficient in action 
that they could be taken by ships, witli- 


• out the necessity of assistance by troops. 
Commodore Schley accomplished, in de- 
veloping these facts, all that he had ex- 
pected to do, and^got the information he 
hoped to get. 


There was nothing more for his fleet u 


do but wait until Admiral Sampson ar- 
rived with a fleet more formidable than 
that with which Schley corked up Ad- 
miral Cervera. Then he reported to A'd- 
miral Sampson what he had discovered 
as to the weakness of the fortifications 
and ships, which seemed to be in equallj 
bad condition, and to be equipped with 
equally bad gunners, and Admiral Samp- 
son saw, as Commodore Schley had seen, 
that the navy could do the work without 
the army, and that it need not delay a 
day that deceive victory for which he 
knew the administration and the coun- 
try were impatiently awaiting. 


The fight Tuesday was the sequel to 


the Marblehead's discovery. The Mar- 
blehead, cruising in close to the harbor 
entrance, found four Spanish cruisers, 
two torpedo boat destroyers and the old 
Reina Mercedes lying behind the batter- 
ies at the mouth of the harbor. 


Schley at once made up his mind to 


draw the fire of the batteries. 
His ob- 


ject was two-fold— to make the enemy 
»eveal the location of the new masked 
batteries and to compel, If possible, tho 
Spanish fleet to come out and fight. 


When t}je American fleet advanced the 


Cristobal Colon lay across the entrance 
of the harbor, her port broadside facing 
the assailants. 
Schley wanted to get 


into the thick of whatever was going to 
happen, so transferred his flag from the 
Brooklyn to the more heavily armed 
Massachusetts. 
This was at noon. 


Two hours later the Massachusetts

named, and not more than a cable length 
apart, steamed up to the harbor mouth 
to within 4000 yards of the Morro. 


The dispatch boaf, the only non-com- 


batant present, followed the battle ships. 
Two miles out to sea the Brooklyn, Texas 
and other ships of the blockading fleet 
smoked sullenly, riding the waves with 
just headway enough for steering pur- 
poses. 
Six minutes' steaming would | 


have brought them into the fight, but " 
they got no invitation, and so lay there 
until the end.

but the ocean, and would have missed 
tnat If it wasn't so big," shouted "Fight- 
Ing Bob" Evans from the bridge of the 
Iowa, when asked as to the casualties.

This vessel 
was brought into Key Wpst with a prize 
crew and, although her British nation- 
ality v>as pcrfp'otly evJdunt, the offlcltje 
at that port positively refused to permit 
the captain to communicate with the

"Word is ex- 
pected every hoar, but none may be sent 
of what was only a preliminary engage- 
ment nntil the combined fleet* of Samp- 
son mod Schley have captured Santiago. 


Reinforcements have been sent to San- 


tiago. The New Orleans joined Schley 
Monday morning. 
With Sampson and 


Schley united, as they were nndoubtedly 
today, there is no more cause for delay, 
and within a abort time the last great 
battle of the war should have been 
tought. 


HAWAII ALLIED 


With the United States- Has 


Cast Away Neutrality. 


Washington, Jane 2.—Naval officials 


now calculate that Hawaii has become an 
ally of the United States in the present 
war with Spain, and at this moment onr 
government is responsible for the protec- 
tion of the inlands in consequence of their 
friendship for us. 


According to the calculations of offi- 


cials, the Charleston arrived tt.Honolnlu 
last Saturday, and has probably com- 
pleted her coaling and is now again on 
her way westward to Manila. In allowing 
her to coal at Honolulu the Hawaiian 
government cast away all semblance of 
neutrality and haa thrown her fortunes 
with the United States, tor unless we pro- 
tect her she is subject to punishment at 
the hands of Spain. 


Moreover the offence against nentrality 


is to be repeated, for it ia expected today 
the advance guard of transports carrying 
troops to Manila are entering Honolulu 
harbor to replenish their coal supply.

A Good Example In the Way of Lawns and 


Trees Will Inspire Others to Effort. 
The subject of th'e improvement of 


the streets of the town is steadily grow- 
ing in interest, and a great deal may be 
accomplished in this direction if a little 
thought is given to the matter. Refer- 
ring to village improvement association 
Vick's Monthly remarks: - 


The root of the whole matter is tho 


desire to make the home attractive and 
pleasant both inside and out 
When 


one has this desire, the means of mak- 
ing the garden, and the house surround- 
ings beautiful will quickly be found. 
A smooth grass plat, some flowering 
shrubs, a few trees, a well kept garden 
of flowers and vegetables, these will 
show the owner's taste. Trees will be 
planted on the street for their shade and 
appearance. 


A few persons of decided garden taste 


in any community who show by their 
continued efforts their desire for the 
beauty of trees and plants will influ- 
ence many others and help to develop in 
them similar tastes and desires. When 
the garden taste of the greater part of 
the community is sufficiently advanced, 
then there will be a desire to go beyond 
each one's own premises and to look 
after the school grounds, the church 
yards, the cemetery, the grounds about 
public buildings, the care of the streets, 
the sanitation of the village and every 
thing that belongs to the welfare of the 
comrmiiity. Bnt, like charity, such 
work begins at home. Let every man 
sweep before his own door. 


V7e can imagine how the taste ,for 


village improvement might be fostered 
by a few advanced men and women who 
would meet together once a month and 
invite all to come and talk over the sub- 
ject, read some of the best things that 
have, been written about it, propose 
some simple thing to accomplish at first 
and get as many as possible to work for 
its success. Afterward something more 
would be undertaken. When the fine 
weather comes, there can be a few gar- 
den parties or one or two picnics at 
which something shall be said or done 
to keep prominent the main idea. And 
by all means interest the children as 
well as the older people. 


Now, in regard to the children, thero 


is one improvement that is demanded 
not only in cities, but in villages, and 
that is a playground purposely set apart 
and maintained for them and adapted 
to all their wants in games of every 
kind. We do not refer to a park, desira- 
ble as that may be, though the play- 
ground may be an annex of the park. 
But a playground can be maintained 
without a park and should be consider- 
ed a necessity, when a park may only 
be desirable and for the time at least 
unattainable.

In Case of Burns. 


It is understood by every one, of 


course, that the instant one's clothing 
takes fire, tiio best thing to do is to lie 
down and roll over and over, seizing 
ths nearest rug, cloak, strip of carpet, 
quilt or blanket to wrap around the 
body and smother the flame. This 
quickly done -will put out the fire, but 
bow many think of the right thing to 
do in such a case of necessity? The im- 
mediate application of vrater occurs to 
every one whero water is accessible. 


But whatever the method of extin- 


guishing the flames, the next point is 
the easing of the pain and the best 
method of healing the burn. Cover the 
parts burned with lime water and oil 
(either linseed, olive or hard oil) mixed 
equally, using linen or muslin which is 
\reingingwet. Do not remove the cloths, 
but keep them wet by pouring the mix- 
ture upon them. 


For Mending Gloves. 


Take three brass rings, a trifle larger 


than the ordinary finger ring. Button- 
hole stitch each with embroidery silk 
of any desirable shade, then fasten them 
together to form a triangle. Tie the top 
ring with a loop and bow of ribbon 
about an inch wide, and on the left 
hand riug fasten a bunch of silk or cot-

ton for mending the gloves. Now tie 
each end of the mending threads just 
above ,the fringe with baby ribbon, not 
too tight, but loose enough to keep 
them from tangling while drawing out 
a thread. On the left hand ring suspend 
an emery bag and glove mender with 
baby ribbon. When gloves begin to 
wear, tMs "mender" will be found ex- 
ceedingly useful.—New York Tribune.

"In reposo it is as bland and alluring as 
nectar, but in action it is as warlike aud 
mighty as the hero whose name it bears. 
The man who approaches it should re- 
member that it is loaded." 


Official calculations show that the war 


so far, counting: contracts awarded, has 
cost a little more than 1312,000,000. The 
Populists ace insisting th%t all present 
war bills be met by direct taxation.

party.

the work of the next tew years. The 
matter of providing school accommoda- 
tions is not settled by a mere refusal to 
think of it. And it is to be hoped this 
time that the committee which decides 
the question will at least inspect the 
school building for itself.

' WASHINGTON, May 24. — At last it 
has been practically settled that the in- 
auguration day of tho future will be in 
May and not in blustering March.

the snow. From the 1st of April on 
nature puts forth her daintiest conceits, 
and the peaches, pears, apricots, cher- 
ries and apples follow in swift succes- 
sion. It is worth a j ourney here from any 
part of the Union to see the great white 
cherry trees in tho Smithsonian grounds 
and the pyramids of creamy bloom 
adorning the horse chestnuts below the 
capitol terraces. 


It is difficult to believe that while 


nature smiles and dresses in her best 
preparations are going forward for de- 
structive war. Everything at present 
leads us out of doors, and surely one 
may be pardoned if he feels inclined to 
leave the heated galleries and corridors 
of our nation's debating ball and seek 
repose in the woods and fields that sur- 
round our beautiful city. This was my 
feeling, I'll confess, when the sun shone 
out after the continued rains of last 
week, and I proceeded to treat myself 
to an outing. 


Still it was with a purpose in view 


that I took the cars for Alexandria, 
that quaint old city across the Potomac, 
and that purpose was to seek out some 
reminiscences of wartime a generation 
gone. There are plenty of them here, to 
be sure, but there was one in particular 
that appealed to me at this time be- 
cause its anniversary falls due this very 
day. Those of us old enough to remem- 
ber the • first days of our own war be- 
tween the states will recall the thrill of 
horror that went though the country at 
receipt of the news of the shooting of 
young Ellsworth on the 24th of May, 
1861. Thirty-seven years have passed 
since that sad event, yet his memory is 
'still fresh and his fate lamented. 


Tragic Death of Colonel Ellsworth. 


! Just before the war began Ephraim 
(Elmer Ellsworth was clerk in the law 
•office of Abraham Lincoln in Spring- 
ffleld, His. Born in Saratoga county, N. 
]Y., April 88, 1887, he was then in his 
''twenty-fourth year, precocious for his 
years and with a strong penchant for 
military affairs. While still a law clerk 
be raised a company of zouaves, of 
whom he became captain, and brought 
them to such a degree of efficiency that 
'they acquired more than a, local reputa- 
tion and gave exhibition drills in van- ' 
ous parts of the country. His worth was 
recognized by our government, and he 
received a commission as second lieuten- 
ant in the regular army, but he resign- 
ed early in 1861 at the call for volun- 
teers and went to New fork, where he 
raised a regiment of men 1,000 strong 
from the firemen of that city. 


History has recorded the valuable ma- 


terial in that regiment of "New York 
fire zouaves," brought out under the 
peculiar and efficient drill of their com- 
manding officer, and it is not necessary 
to go into details of their history here. 
Raised and equipped in an incredibly 
short space of time, this regiment of 
zouaves sailed for Washington, April 
29, 1861, and on the 34th of May occu- 
pied Alexandria. Immediately after 
they had landed and before they had 
gone into camp Colonel Ellsworth spied 
a Confederate flag floating from a staff 
above the hotel known as the Marshall 
House, and, acting upon the spur of pa- 
'triotic impulse, he entered the house, 
mounted to the roof and with his own 
hands hauled it down. Having secured 
it, he was descending the stairway 
when he was met by the proprietor of 
the house, J. W. Jackson, and shot 
through the breast. Private F. E. 
Brownell, a zouave who was with him, 
instantly retaliated by shooting Jackson 
through the head, and he fell dead by 
the side of his victim on the stairs. 
Colonel Ellsworth's body was taken to 
Washington, where funeral services 
were held in the White House, but it 
waa snbiwqnant.lv interred »r Meobani««- 
ville. N. Y. 


, 
One hardly expects to meet partici- 


pants in the eventful scenes rf the war 
at this time, it seems so far away in the 
past, but, going to Alexandria without 
any special knowledge of the city or 
its people, I was fortunate in finding 
several people woo not only remembered^ 


the incident at the Marshall House, bat 
'frho also knew the proprietor. One of 
these, a gentleman still in the prime of 
life, said that he was intimately ac- 
quainted with Jackson and knew of his 
determination to keep the flag above 
his house, even at the cost of his life. 
He kept an old cannon in the hallway, 
loaded with rusty nails and slugs, and 
swore that be would shoot with, it the 
first person who dared attempt to haul 
down the flag. 


SomchcTT he did not see Colonel Ells- 


worth when he entered the bouse, but 
Lis attoatioa bqjng Cftgg(JJo,.th.of9o* 


that ho had ascended tho stairway he 
seized a double barreled shotgun, which 
was also loaded with slugs, and ran up 
to prevent him from carrying out his 
purpose. Seeing tho Union soldier com- 
ing down with the flag wrapped about 
him, 
some say, he sent the terrible 


charge of one barrel tearing through 
his breast, and Ellsworth fell dead. Be- 
fore Jackson could turn the other barrel 
against Brownell the latter sent a bul- 
let through the center of his forehead. 
It entered the middle of the forehead 
just above the nose and came out at the 
base of the brain, causing instant death, 
and yet so determined was this man— 
possessed of such a strong and invinci- 
ble will—that he fired the other barrel 
of his gun as he fell over backward, be- 
ing stone dead when he struck the land- 
ing. 


Brownell subsequently held an office 


in one of the departments and was well 
known in Alexandria after the war, fre- 
quently coming over to look at the scene 
of the tragedy. He died, my informant 
states, about four years ago. 


The Historic Manhall House. 


The old Marshall House still stands, 


but the upper portion, in which the tw o 
men were killed, was burned some time 
ago, 
and the whole aspect of the struc- 


ture has been changed. It is now a sto- 
ry and a half lower than it was when 
made prominent by this shedding of 
patriot blood that day in May 38 years 
ago. 


Another interest attaches to this 


house which is not generally known, 
and this is in connection with General 
George Washington. As we all know, 
General Washington came to church 
here in Alexandria, was a member of 
the Masonic lodge here, which still ex- 
ists, and frequently rode over from 
Mount Vernon, only eight miles distant. 


There is a tradition that this house 


is the last one in Alexandria in which 
he ever stopped, just before his death, 
in the last month of the last year of the 
last century. Accounts of his death 
agree that it was brought on primarily 
by a long ride over his farms in a sleety 
storm on the 12th day of December, 
1799. 
The Alexandria tradition states 


that he was in the city that very day 
and came to the Marshall House, then 
the city tavern, intending *o put up 
there for dinner or lunch before continu- 
ing his ride home. But riding into the 
yard at the rear to stable his horse he 
saw hanging on the back porch the car- 
cass of a freshly killed deer, which he 
instantly recognized as one from his 
own preserves. 


Now, 
Washington was a very punc- 


tilious man as to the observance of what 
was due him and his, and he was also 
possessed of a very fine temper, which 
sometimes got the better of him. See- 
ing his own deer hanging there, he lost 
his appetite for dinner, recalled his 
horse, mounted and gaUoped home, it is 
SF id, to swear out a warrant against the 
poachers. It was his last ride, his last 
visit to Alexandria, for, as history tells 
us, he was taken that night with acute 
laryngitis, and what with the distemper 
and the "copious blood lettings" resort- 
ed to by his physicians, he died two 
days later. That is the story they tell 
in the quiet city down by tb.e Potomac, 
and they have many more tales on tap 
there, according to which "George" 
was pretty gay in his younger days 
and liked to "paint the old town red," 
in a gentlemanly sort of way. 


Indeed were this a search after 


Washingtouiana I might prolong this 
letter many a page, but just now we 
are groping in the dusty, musty past 
for inspiration for the present aud fu- 
ture. Coming back to Washington from 
somnolent Alexandria, one is struck 
with the bustle of preparation for great 
events. The flags flying everywhere 
might tell the story. Tho hurrying sol- 
diers, the thronging crowds about the 
bulletin boards, the martial music, the 
boys on the streets whistling patriotic 
airs—all these presage the changing 
conditions immediately preceding war. 


There are some changes in high 


places, as well as in private life, and it 
has already been told that our first as- 
sistant ^secretary of the navy is now 
Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt and was, 
it is said, -the first volunteer officer to 
be mustered in. We shall miss'' Teddy' *

very much. The papers may have "pok- 
ed fun" at him, but we all respfect cour- 
age and particularly when allied with 
such great qualities of manly character 
as are possessed by Theodore Roosevelt.

IN WATERY GRAVES, 


Disaster Overtakes a Vessel With 


a Klondike Party. 


Sprang Aleak While Lying 


to, and Sank. 


Thirty-Four of »ho Person* Aboard Go Down 


With Her.

Seattle, Wash.. June 2.-Thirty-f our of 


the «1 persons on board the schooner 
Jane Grey when she left tbls city for the 
Klondike region were drowned by the 
foundering of the vessel May 22, 90 nxlies 
west of Cape Flattery. Of those saved, 
C Weston belonged in Skowhegan. Me. t 
A C. Kinsbury in Boston, and J. a.. 
Coutn. and C. J. Bellly to Hartford. 
The Grey's passengers were prospec- 


tors, with the exception of Rev. V. C. 
Cambrel, a missionary, who with his 
wife and child was on his way to St. 
Lawrence island in the Bearing sea He 
refused to place his wife and child on 
board the launch, saying: "The vesse 
is doomed, and we will die together. 
Among the prospectors was a party of 
16 headed by Major Ingraham, who was 
outfitted by Prince Lulgi of Italy for a 
two years' prospecting trip in Alaska. 
Of this party the only survivors are 
Major Ingraham, L. M. Lessey, C. H. 
Packard and G. H. Pennlngton. The 
survivors suffered a great deal of pri- 
vation, and for 30 hours their only food 
was a sack of prunes and a sack of 
turnips from the ship's stores. Suf- 
ficient water was caught by spreading a 
tarpaulin during a rainstorm. 


When the City of Kingston landed the 


Burvivors they were all carried to their 
rooms, or to the residences of frien s. 
The few that could be seen had not e- 
covered from the shock and could not 
give a good account of the disaster. 
They were unable to account for the 
vessel's springing aleak and sinking so 
suddenly. They were warm in th3ir 
praise of the work done by Captain 
Crockett at the time of the foundering 
of the vessel. 
Captain Crockett gives the following 


account of the wreck: "We were lying 
to to mend our foresail. A moderate 
gate was blowing and the seas were 
running high. I had gone to bed and was 
sound asleep when the watchman awak- 
ened me with the announcement that 
something was wrong. I arose at once 
and found the vessel leaking. A hur- 
ried investigation showed that she 
would soon sink, and I at once notified 
the passengers of the situation. Most 
of them were asleep underneath the 
deck. A scene of confusion then took 
place, and It is impossible to give any 
detailed account of the events that fol- 
lowed. The darkness added to the con- 
fusion. "The Jane Grey carrl?d two life- 
boats and two launches. I at once er- 
dered the boats lowered. The first life- 
boat was swamped. The launch be- 
longing to the Ingraham party was suc- 
cessfully lowered. At this time the Jane 
Grey was almost under water. A heavy 
eea struck her, throwing her on her beam. 
There was no time to launch other boats. 
The water was over her hatches and 
everyone below^wa* certainly drowned. 
Those on deck, ihowever, got in the 
launch. A sack of prunes and one of 
turnips wer* hurriedly taken from the 
ship's stores, anti this was the only food 
we had til! we reached Vancouver island. 


"As the launch-drifted away fro'ni the 


almost submerged schooner we saw eight 
or 10 men standing on the lee rail cling- 
ing to the rigging. Soon they disap- 
peared from sight. Two of them, John 
Johnson and C. Rellly, kept afloat by 
clinging to bundles of boat lumber. Two 
hours after they were picked up by our 
launch, making 27 In all we had with us. 
It is just barely possible that there will 
be four more survivors. Before the 
Jane Grey disappeared Under the waves 
•we thought we saw the second launch 
that was on board with four forms near 
It. They were so Indistinct that he were 
not sure. They seemed to be getting Into 
the launch. 


"We Improvised a sail and paddles, and 


after drifting SO hours in the launch 
finally landed inside of Rugged point, 
Kynquot sound, on Vancouver island, EO 
miles from the scene of the wreck. A 
flre was built on the beach and we made 
a meal of roasted,tmussels. We nad 
eaten nothing since the night before the 
disaster excepting the prunes and 
turnips. We got our drinking water by 
spreading out a tarpaulin in the driving 
rain. An Indian who chanced to come 
along told us that the village of Kyn- 
quot was but six miles away. We went 
there and found the sealing schooner 
Favorite, becalmed, and arrangements 
•were made to carry our party to Victoria. 
We reached there Just in. time to catch 
the steamer for Seattle."

Secretary Gaffe's Views. 


Washington, June 2.—Secretary of the 


Treasury Gage, commenting upon the 
run on the bank of Spain, said. "The 
condition of Spain at sea and on land, in 
war and in finance, continues to .grow 
worse daily. 
I am not surprised that 


the present condition confronts the bank 
of Spain. 
In endeavoring to support 


the government it has undertaken a tre- 
mendous contract. The bank must con- 
tinue specie payments, or It will be en- 
tirely discredited; and unless It does con- 
tinue them the Spanish financial fabric 
will go to pieces. 
Spanish bonds will 


fall still lower, and Spain will be in a 
far more eerious condition financially 
than she has ever been. 


"The developments indicate that the 


Spanish people themselves are alarmed 
at the financial condition of the country. 
They evidently fear that the bank will 
not be able to carry out its plans. If its 
own bank should prove to be an unsteady 
financial prop, Spain will indeed have 
Immense difficulty in raising the sinews 
ef war."

THE BLACK SHIP. 


BY CHARLES B. LKWIS. 


What was known in marine circles aa 


"Tho 
Black Ship Mystery" covered a space 


of u year in ths last year of tho fifties. If 
there was any honor in first sighting the 
black ship, it goes to tho brig Sea Gull, 
bound from Boston to Liverpool. I was 
second mate of tbo brig on that voyage, 
and on tho night of the 30th of April, 
1850, wo were lying almost becalmed in 
midocenn. There was no air along tho 
docks, but a draft aloft kept steerage way 
on tho crnft. At midnight when I came 
on deck to relieve the chief mate the moon 
was shining so brightly that it was almost 
like day. There was no change of weather 
to look out for, and a more quiet night at 
sea could not be imagined. I had been 
pncing tho deck for half an hour or more 
when I suddenly caught sight of a vessel 
coming down on our windward quarter. 
The stranger seemed to have stolon out of 
gome fog bank or cloud of mist, and yet 
tho atmosphere was clear as a bell. As I 
stood rubbing my eyes the man at the 
wheel caught sight of the craft and called 
iny attention, and just then she luffed 
sharp up and took a course parallel with 
ours. 
I ran for the glass and leveled ft at her, 


and as she was not above two cable 
lengths away I had every detail as plain 
as if I stood on bor rail. She was a small, 
full rigged ship, and anything about her 
which would boar a coat of black was 
painted that color. This applied even to 
ber masts. The bull was a much finer 
model than ours, but there was a slovenly 
look aloft, and her sails were not well set. 
To my amazement I could see only one 
person on her decks—tho man at the 
wheel. There was no officer, no lookout, 
no sailors looking at us over the rail. It 
was about ten minutes after the stranger 
came down upon us before I called 
Cap- 


tain Crawford. He took the glass from 
my hand and gave her a looking over, and 
there was a troubled look on his face as he 
turned to me with: 


"This is about tho queerest thing that 


has overtaken me in all my experience. 
She seems to have a dead man at the 
wheel, and if she has a crew aboard they 
are in hiding. I'll hail her and see if I 
can wake anybody np." 


The captain had a voice like a foghorn, 


and bis tones would have carried to a craft 
a full mile away. He roared out a "Ship 
ahoy!" and hailed again and again, but 
there was never a movement aboard the 
stranger. Tho black ship was holding true 
to her course and seemed to be as well 
steered as our own craft, and while things 
bad a queer look it was only a mystery as 
yet. 
Finding that his hails were not an- 


Bwered, the captain took the glass and 
spent a full livo minutes with it at his 
eyes. He had just lowered it when the 
five men of my watch came aft in a body, 
and one of the oldest of the men doffed his 
hat and respectfully said: 


"Captain Crawford, if I may be eo bold 


aa to say it, that there craft is either a 
pirate which is going to lay us aboard very 
eoou or it's a death ship, and we can't get 
away from her any too quick!" 


"Thero are no pirates in these seas," re- 


plied tbo captain as he rounded on the 
man, "and r.s for a death ship, that's all 
nonsense. Bead men can't make sail and 
steer a ship." 
"But look at her sails, sir!" persisted 


the man. "They are rusty and old, and I 
don't believe they have been touched for 
weeks. What she is carrying is only enough 
for a gnlp, and if she wasn't a racer we'd 
be drawing away from her in no time." 


With a growl at their superstition, the 


captain ordered the men forward, but I 
could seo that he was both puzzled and 
troubled as he ordered the man at the 
wheel to luff n point and bring us nearer 
the stranger. The wheel had scarcely been 
moved when the stranger also luffed. Tho 
man was then ordered to let her fall off 
two points, and the yards were trimmed 
for the new course, but the men were still 
pulling and hauling when the stranger 
'fell off and thus preserved his position. 
Neither in luffing nor in falling off was 
there any pull at bis yards or sheets, but 
as the wind was light there was no actual 
need of this to keep bis course. 


"He can't be a pirate," whispered Cap- 


tain Crawford to me as we stood gazing 
and wondering. "If it were any one mean- 
ing us barm, he knows the size of our crew 
and that wo are unarmed, and he would 
have been aboard long ago. Ib may be a 
craft which has lost everybody aboard by 
fever or plague, but how is it that she 
sticks to ns as she does? Haven't seen the 
man at the wheel make the slightest move 
since we first set eyes on him." 


By this time the chief mate and all the 


men of his watch had turned out, and for 
a time all discipline was forgotten in the 
eagerness to solve the mystery. Twice 
again we luffed, but the black ship wri* 
not 30 seconds behind us. Then we fell 
off, but she performed the same maneuver, 
and her course was still parallel. Of a 
sudden there was a long drawn wail from 
the south, and the light wind became a 
rattling breeze in a moment. We were not 
only off oar course, but the men had to 
rush to stations to trim sheets and yards, 
and for five minutes all were so busy that 
no one paid any attention to the stranger. 
When tho bustle was over, the black ship 
bad disappeared. Tho moon was shining 
just as brightly as before; but though a 
man was even gent aloft with a glass and 
swept the sea foot by foot not a sign of our 
mysterious visitor could be discovered. An 
entry was made in tho logbook, I wrote 
tho matter out in detail, and every officer 
and man signed his name to the stato- 
aicnt. It was published on our arrival in 
Liverpool], and whilo some sneered at it 
others were inclined to believe that we bad 
•een whnt we had seen. 


Itwo01dnave probably gone Into history 


aa a etilor'a yarn, however, had not the 
English merchantman Good Hope met 
with a queer adventure threo weeks later. 
She bad called at Fnynl, in tbo Azores, 
and had made a ran of 100 miles to tho 
aovth and was jogging along tinder ill soil 
••• night at 10 o'clock when she overtook 
•fid passed an nnknown craft. It was B 
starlight night, without the slightest sign 
of mist rising from the water. The no- 
known bad no lights out and bad passed 
within 100 feet. The chief mate bad tha 
watch and bailed ber, bat got no answer 
hi raturn. Ho was still cursing ber care- 
lessness in sailing the highway without a 
light, when tho croft came sailing after 
him and soon took up a position to leeward 
and on!? a stone's throw away. 


What happened to us of the Sea Gull now 


happened to tbose of tho Good Hope. Tbe 
stranger was repeatedly balled, but made 
no answer. Only one single person could i 
bo seen aboard of bor, and he was the man I 
at ths wheel—the figure which was with- 
out motion except such as tho tossing of , 
tho siiij< giwo him. iio stotiil there clear 


cnougn ui.i.n 4/.ju nuKcd eyu, out cnu 
liroutclit him no close thut tho hairs stick- 
ing out, undur his wcatherbcuton sou'- 
wester could nlAObt bo counted. For an 
hour thy U4i\ok f^lp ran a parallel course 
to that uf tho Good Hope, and the-orew at 
tho latter got » bad fright over it. There 
was •no increuBo of the breeze, M In our 
case, bnt.aa the 15 men aboard stood Star- 
iuis ut hor hhu suddenly vanished from the 
fueo of tho sea. 


It WHS three months before the black 


ship was seen again. Tho American ship 
Bonny Belle, bound from Now York to 
Bordeaux, had left the Azores to the south 
and behind her, when one day at noon the 
brcozo left ber and there camuu dead calm. 
Tho seus soon wt-nt down until there was 
only u glassy ground swell, and when 
night came on there was not a sail in 
Bight. At midnight the moon rose, and BO 
bright was its light thut one could have 
read a book on deck. Half an hour after 
midnight, without enough air stirring to 
move a feather, a strange craft suddenly 
caino into view from tho east, and when 
first seen was about a mile nway. She was 
bows on at first, but coming down within 
half a milo ot the Belle bho swung around 
and displayed her broailokle. The second 
mato had the watch, having come on at 13 
o'clock, and after puiiliDg for & few min- 
utes he called the captain. Captain und 
mate united their voices in a hail which 
was not answered, and a musket wag 
brought up and fired three tiir.cs without 
eliciting any reply. 
Captain Finch of the 


Belle was a hard headed fellow, with no 
suporsMtion in his composition, and when 
bis hails \vero unanswered he said to bia 
mate: 


"Mr. 
Davis, that is undoubtedly the 


black ship wo have read and heard about, 
and here is our chance to solve the mystery 
and perhaps do a nice thing in the way o' 
salvage. You will take a boat and pall 
off to hor and see if she is abandoned." 


The mate hesitated for a moment and 


then refused to go. The second mate was 
appealed to, but be likewise refused. The 
captain could have ordered them locked up 
in their staterooms for the rest of the voy- 
age, but he could not sail his ship without 
officers, and after roundly cursing them 
for cowards he declared that he would go 
himself. 1'or a time every man of his crew 
refused to obey the order to lower a boat, 
but when Captain Finch sot about single 
handed and said he would pay the visit at 
all hazards two sailors stepped forward to 
accompany him. Tbe captain said of his 
adventure: 


"When we bad approached within a few 


fathoms of the strange craft, I ordered the 
men to cease rowing that I might look her 
over. She had no name painted on ber 
stern or quarter. She was sadly weather 
beaten aloft and there was roach rust on 
ber black sides. Her model was half clip- 
per, and any sailor could see that she wae 
easily handled and sailed like a witch. We 
rowed twice around the ship, hailing her 
several times, and then I ordered the men 
*o row mo under her bows, that I might 
climb up by her chains. They hung in ths 
wind and would have refused had I not 
menaced them with the revolver I had 
brought in my pocket. As I climbed up the 
cbajns I ordered them to make the boat fast 
and one of them to follow me up. I counted 
ten objects lying about which I verily be- 
lieve were dead men wrapped up in blan- 
kets, though for reasons shortly to be giv* 
en I could not make sure of this. The 
decks were not otherwise littered up, 
though even in the moonlight I could see 
they had not been cleaned for months. 
"I was ready to go aft and was waiting 


for the men when I heard the splash of 
oars and turned aboui to discover that the 
cowards were making off. 
1 at once fired 


a shot over their beads and threatened to 
make targets of them, but menace them as 
I would the most they would do was to 
hold the boat ac a distance of about 40 feet 
from tho ship's side. To reach it I had to 
leap into the sea, and on my return to the 
Belle I could not induce others to row me 
back to the derelict. The men did not 
seem to fear her as a ghost ship so much 
as a plague ship. The entire crew were on 
deck and looking full at the black ship 
when she suddenly began moving away 
from us, beaded to the north. There was 
not a breath of wind, and if there had been 
n current we should also have moved, but 
yet she slowly and gradually drew away 
from us, and in the course of an hour was 
entirely out of sight. My belief is that she 
was a plague ship, but at the same time I 
confess to being greatly mystified by her 
strange actions." 


Tbe black ship was eeen once more and 


for the last time about a month later. A 
British man-of-war was sent out to look 
for her, and after a cruise cf two weeks 
back and forth without sighting ber, the 
government craft found herself becalmed 
one night about midway between the 
Azores and Madeira. At half past 11 
o'clock the black ship was discovered. Of 
a sudden she appeared within balf a mile 
of the man-of-war. 
Ten minutes after 


eighting the mysterious ship Captain 
Crimmins of the Grampus had two boata 
in the water, and tho officer in command 
bad orders to board the dereliot and over- 
haul every foot of her. Away went the 
boats, but they never reached her. At a 
point about midway the black ship sudden- 
ly settled down, and two minutes later her 
topmasts were out of sight beneath tbe 
sea. Some bits of wreckage were picked 
up and preserved, but nothing that could 
identify ber, and to this day ber name, 
port of bail and the fate that made ber a 
derelict are matters of conjecture. I have 
always beld that she was a foreigner, and 
that her orew died to a man of some terri- 
ble epidemic, but as to ber mysterious ap- 
pearance and disappearance, and tbe na- 
ture of tbe accident that finally sent ber to 
tbe bottom, I have no theory to advance. 
For a year or two afterward various shipj 
reported as having seen the strange craft 
bere or there, but these reports were cot 
considered authentic and no further search 
was ever made.

COURT TENNIS MATCH. 


BICYCLE CLUBS. 


Loss Popular Now Than In the Earl) 


Days of Cycling. 


In connection with the great increase 


of bicycling iu the last few years it is 
an iuteiesting comment that it has not 
benefited cycle clubs in any marked 
way. 
The point is that the number oi 


clubs is not commensurate with the 
number of riders and that no club shows 
any considerable augmentation in its 
membership. It is not easy to discover 
all the reasons why this is so. One ar- 
gument advanced which seems plausible 
is that in earlier days, when there were 
fewer of them, wheelmen naturally 
sought the company of fellow riders in 
order to learn about the roads and the 
many other things they desired to know. 
Joining a club was therefore about the 
only thing for them to clo. 


Nowadays an unattached rider has 


many means of securing euch informa- 
tion 'without being a club member. He 
can find all the congenial company he 
wants for his wheeling trips without 
having any dues to pay. Most of his 
friends and relatives are riders, and he 
has more invitations to runs than he can 
attend to. He does not need to tie up 
with any organization of riders in order 
to get the greatest amount of fun out of 
his bicycle riding. One other point that 
also has undoubtedly militated against 
the growth of cycling clubs is that in 
almost every one there are factions that 
are divided on the racing question. 
Probably 95 per cent of wheeling organ- 
izations have one element that favors 
the enrollment of racing men and the 
maintenance of a team, while another 
element is opposed to it. It has always 
been one of the mistakes of bicycle clubs 
to enroll both classes of riders, whereas 
it might be wiser to determine at the 
outset that it would be either a racing 
club or one of leisurely riders. There 
has been a great influx into cycling of 
persons past the middle age, who are 
very particular about the dignity of 
their associations, and the idea has tak- 
en root in their minds that every bicy- 
cle club is composed chiefly of boy 
scorchers and racing men. In spite of 
the fact that in most clubs the racing 
question is subordinate it is not easy to 
tear out this notion from the minds of 
the new riders of the class most desir- 
able for clubs, and this indicates that 
such clubs as do make the social features 
strongest and deal with racing and cen- 
tury runs incidentally would do better 
to wholly abandon races and centuries. 


A club is most heard about because 


of its public events of this kind, and 
therefore the "impression that such af- 
fairs are its chief objects of existence 
gains ground. This keeps out of it the 
very men who if they knew the facts 
would find the club a congenial one 
and who from the standpoint of the club 
would be desirable members. A case in 
point is one of the oldest clubs in the 
country, the Long Island Wheelmen, 
which is little heard about because it 
never holds races or centuries, but was 
the first to own its clubhouse and is to- 
day one of the most substantial wheel- 
ing organizations in the greater city, 
with a membership roll on which can 
be counted the names of physicians, 
ministers, lawyers and many who are 
prominent in a social or commercial 
way. It drew the line and held to it. 
In almost every case where club politics 
has caused a split racing matters have 
figured prominently. Clubs that seek 
social prestige and big membership rolls 
would do.well to heed the signs of the 
times and eliminate racing. Only those 
in which, the racing element is very 
strong can now hope to compete as ac- 
tual protooters. A great deal of com- 
plaint has been heard from clubs that 
usually hold one race meet a year about 
the interference with their plans made 
by the professional associations, and 
much sympathy for such clubs has been 
forthcoming. As a matter of sentiment 
it does seem hard that any club which 
fostered the sport 15 years ago should 
now find itself placed at a disadvantage 
and almost forced to the wall by new 
organizations, but it should not be for- 
gotten that it is sentiment, while suc- 
cessful entertainment of the public IB a 
business. The days of the famous ama- 
teur clubs in baseball have gone, and 
the brilliancy of the professional stage 
has considerably eclipsed the delightful 
affairs of amateurs in the big cities, and 
so it is coming to pass that in spite of 
the regrets bqrn of fond memories the 
sociable race meets of sociable wheeling 
clubs are dying out.—New York Son.

plowboy, the clerk, the soldier and the 
civilian—whatever it may have been in 
the more reserved and diplomatic phra- 
seology of the government. "Let us 
hasten," they have said, "to end that 
reign of barbarous despotism, of cruelty 
to helpless females, that butchery and 
diabolism which have been in reality a 
condemnation of the virility and intelli- 
gence of the great civilizing factor of 
the western hemisphere known as the 
United States of America." 


And the means are two—our army 


and navy, our twin "dogs of war." The 
latter can continue to bombard and lay 
in ruins the fortifications and defenses 
of the ports of entry, and under cover 
of that fire, though it is not always 
necessary, armed bodies of men may 
be landed to combat with the military 
foice Spain has on the Island. This is 
not a necessity, because after the de- 
struction of forts and inferior defenses 
grandiloquently termed "castles" no 
military body would appear on the coast 
line to obstruct the debarkation of sol- 
diers so long as a powerful fleet was 
within gun range to guard the trans- 
portation of men to the shore. 


Again, our troops may land in shel- 


tered'bays, as suits their purposes, far 
from any frowning citadel or gloomy 
fortress which is more forbidding in ex- 
terior than dangerous as a means of at- 
tack. 


There is neither desire nor intention 


upon the part of our military authori- 
ties to lay waste the towns or cities of 
Cuba. It will not be done except in 
such cases where it may be absolutely 
necessary, and it is not even conjec- 
tured that tharsqsjjl be probable. They

many 
noncombatants, 


starving Cubans and residences of for- 
eigners to render such a proceeding ad- 
visable even if the dictates of humanity 
did not serve as an intervening motive. 
Then many commercial interests af- 
fecting us are involved. A large por- 
tion of Cardenas belongs to Americans. 
There !s, perhaps unknown, to some, an 
immense amount of valuable property, 
millions in total, throughout Cuba own- 
ed by native born American citizens. 


Among more than a hundred individ- 


uals in New York city alone who have 
invested money in Cuba there is one 
•who has expended $800,000 In planta- 
tions and sugar houses, the latter now 
in ruins, though the Spanish govern- 
ment has kept a platoon of soldiers on 
his property and charged him lor their 
support. This is their pretext for in- 
tended future confiscation, providing 
they remain masters of the island. 


There are many Americans also in 


Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago and else- 
where who have had for years large 
landed investments in Cuba, which they 
will not be able to reclaim until peace 
shall have been declared. 


The demolition of the outside defenses 


renders the military occupation of those 
towns and cities by United States sol- 
diers not only feasible, but compara- 
tively easy. There will always natural- 
ly be some fighting. A dozen men may 
attempt to defeat the advance of a com- 
pany or a battalion in one place, or a 
regiment may charge upon a brigade at 
another. The opposing forces may be 
evenly matched in number of men at 
some other time, but there will and can 
be only one final result. If the Span- 
iards will continue the struggle long 
enough, they will not only be decimat- 
ed, but virtually exterminated.

They have 
ally in their climate, but It cannot un- 
der the worst circumstances prove more 
disastrous to us than 
peasant youths and citizen soldiery of 
Spain—In fact, less so, for our medical 
commissariat is better prepared to re- 
sist the attacks of such an insidious foe 
as yellow fever or its constant com- 
panions, dysentery and miasmatic fe- 
vers of more or less virulence. Our hos- 
pital management is superior, and the 
entire scope of the pharmacopoeia is "at 
our disposal. Nothing is lacking. We 
have the powers of curin? c.nd healing, 
and every private has in his "kit" the 
ordinary means of prevention. 


The subjugation of the Spanish force 


in Cuba is really not a serious matter. 
As an army their number is ridiculously 
small in comparison with the hosts we 
can send. It is ill equipped lacking in 
many essentials of the disciplined sol- 
dier and not a foeman worthy of our 
steel, though in the devising of treach- 
erous attacks and in the commission of 
such crimes as assassinations, poisoning 
wells and communicating contagious 
diseases by various means they are not 
equaled. 


The destruction of the coast defenses 


at Havana, Matanzas, Cardenas, Cien- 
ruegos and Santiago de "Cuba" places the 
island at the mercy of the invader. That 
Is the story in epitome. 
What follows after the conquest? The 


island would be in charge of a military 
governor, some major general proba- 
bly, deputized for that special purpose 
by the president and confirmed in his 
position by congress, -who would for a 
brief time at least keep the 'island un- 
der martial law. .A provisional govern- 
ment would- then be instituted under 
his nrtlTi and the people of Cuba would 


felt the need of independence from a ty- 
rant government, but no such state of 
constant misery has been inflicted upon 
, them as has crushed Cuba. 


I 
The mentioned imbroglio which nearly 


! caused a war between this country and 
' Spain in 1873, was one of those incidents 
which are likely at any moment to oc- 
cur in troublous times. In 1873 the Vir- 
ginius, a ship flying the American flag, 
was captured by a Spanish man-of-war 
near Jamaica under the suspicion that 
she was a filibuster and was conveying 
men and warlike material to Cuba to 
aid the insurgents during the Ten 
Tears* war then going on/ 


The ship was taken to a Cuban port, 


j and Captain Joseph Fry, an ex-Confed- 
erate soldier, and 36 of his crew were 
shot in Santiago de Cuba by the Span- 
ish authorities. The affair made an im- 
mense sensation at the time, and the 


! demand was immediately forwarded by 
our government to Spain for the re- 
lease of the vessel and of the survivors 
of the crew and indemnity for the lives 
of those who had been put to death. 


A long controversy ensued, resulting 


finally in the giving up of the ship and 
the men by the Spanish authorities, who 
disclaimed any intention of insulting 
our flag. The vessel sank on the voy- 
age between Cuba and New York. It is 
supposed to have been scuttled or ren- 
dered unseaworthy by the Spaniards, 
and the incident closed with apologies 
and reparation by Spain. 


If these two islands of the West In- 


dies are left in the same condition, there 
will be added two new republican na- 
tions to the waters of the Caribbean 
sea. But of their future there Is much 
troublous doubt. If they only develop 
the same incapacity for stable self gov- 
ernment that is typical of so many of 
the Central American and South Amer- 
ican states, they "will be a menace to 
the commercial interests of the world. 
Like saorned .Haiti, they will be con- 
stantly subject to reprisals and humili- 
ations from more powerful nations or, 
if prosperous and thriving, will excite 
the cupidity of some European powers 
who will attempt upon slight pretext to 
control their finances if not thsir des- 
tinies. There are many who oelieve 
they will become sturdy little republics 
like San Marino, Andorra and Switzer- 
land, of such inherent strength and 
strong character as to be free from out- 
side complications or "internal dissen- 
sions. 


It is the opinion of others that there 


will be a succession of revolutions 
among themselves that, lessening their 
military capacity and destroying their 
own financial strength and by that 
means coming .into the possession of 
their foreign bondholders, will ultimate- 
ly compel the United States to interfere 
for the preservation of its own inter- 


and that annexation is the only 


and when forbearance shall have ceased 
to be a virtue it will be forced to move 
aggressively. 


A war between ourselves and the 


countries we virtually help to become 
free is not one of the impossibilities. 
As the first government to acknowledge 
the independence of Mexico, to give her 
moral support and kind expression of 
good will, we were nevertheless fighting 
her a quarter of a century later. Again, 
in 1867, it was the insistence and re- 
peated remonstrances of our state de- 
partment that compelled Louis Napoleon

In most cases the closing of a cable 
terminus within the actual jurisdiction 
of the belligerent would satisfy the bel- 
ligerent right, if it is to be admitted as 
a right, and that the destruction of ca- 
bles even between enemies' countries 
would therefore not be justifiable as a 
war measure. Advanced publicists hava 
even insisted that a belligerent has no 
right over a cable connecting the terri- 
tory of his adversary with neutral ter- 
ritory except in case of blockade. To 
what extent the principles above ad- 
vocated would be respected by a war- 
making power is extremely uncertain, 
and the necessity of cutting off an en- 
emy's means of communication might 
be appealed to in justification even of 
the destruction of a cable between neu- 
tral territories. 
The only really effective safeguard 


would be the absolute neutralization of 
ocean cables, but that is a principle to 
the strict observance of which few pow- 
ers would care to bind themselves. 


How Mines Are Destroyed. 
There are several ways in which sub- 


marine mines guarding ac enemy's har- 
bor are destroyed by a fleet intending 
to make an entrance. 


One method is by catching the elec- 


tric cables running to the mines by 
"creeping," as It is termed. This Is done 
by towing two grapnels, one containing 
an explosive charge of gun cotton, and 
the other, a simple grapnel, coming on 
behind at a distance of 30 or 40 feet. 
The explosive grapnel first picks up the 
cable and when a tug is felt on the line 
the charge is electrically exploded from 
the vessel. 
As this may not completely sever the 


cable, the other grapnel is used to pick 
up the frayed line, and the whole thing 
is dragged into the boat and severed or

DASHED FROM WAGON 10 CURB

Vincent Scavo of 44 Brooklyn street 


was killed instantly last evening about 
6.30 o'clock by beinz thrown from n 
wagon. He was driving aiound the cor- 
ner from Libarty street into Brooklyn, 
when his horse plunged around the turn 
quickly, throwing him to the carbine. 
He struck on bis head, cutting a terribla 
gash, and death was instantaneous from 
concussion. 


His son and a neighbor's daughter saw 


the accident, and help was at the place 
within a few seconds of the time, but 
death was instantaneous. 
Medical Ex- 


aminer O. J. Brown was summoned im- 
mediately, and arrived before the body 
was removed, but all that could be done 
was to report on the cause of tbe death, 
which was pronounced due to concussion 
and hemorrhage. 


Mr. Scavo, who worked in his brother 


Frank's store, left his home immediately 
after supper, and went to the barn at 7 
Liberty street, where his horse was kept. 
HA hitched up tbe horse and started to 
drive to his house. Just as he was turning 
the corner the horse apparently became 
frightened and plunged quickly around, 
with a jerk of the team that threw the 
driver out. He struck the curbing in 
front of Willian's store. 


He struck on the right side of bis head 


and the skull was crushed. 
His son Bat- 


tistaand Eva Sorrell saw tbe accident 
but the son did not recognize that it was 
his father who was killed till after the 
crowd which had quickly gathered had 
partly dispersed. 
Undertaker Carpenter 


was near the scene, and after Dr. Brown 
had view the body as it lay on the side- 
walk, had it carried into Mr. Scavo's 
house near by. Later Undertaker Lord 
took charge of the body, which was left 
at tbe house. 


Mr. Scavo was 36 years old, and leaves 


a wife and three children, the oldest of 
whom is 14. They have the sympathy of 
all who know them in their sudden and 
terrible bereavement. 


The news of the accident was quickly 


rumored throughout the neighborhood, 
and a large crowd gathered, surrounding 
the body as it Isy on the walk. It pre- 
sented a ghastly sight as it lay in a j ool 
of blood before the arrival of tbe physk- 
cians and medical examiner. 


Scavo had lived in this country about 


nine yeara, and in this city seven years. 
Tbe funeral will be held tomorrow.
